4:10  you  will  read:  "We  ItruSt  In  the  living 
God  who  is  the  Savior  of  all  igen,  specialty  of 
those  who  believe."  The  aionement  Is  tot  all. 

It  apppltes  only  to  those  whjo  accept  It.  I  heard 
Joseph  Cook  say  to  an  dudlsnce  ol  id, 000 
people  In  Madison  Square  Gardah:  "Th  >  atone¬ 
ment  Is  sufficient  for  all  ntan,  efficient  only  for 
those  who  accept  Christ."  j  In  the  merit  ol  the 
Lord  Jesus  there  is  enough  to  save  every  sinner 
who  was  ever  born,  but  ail  th*  merit  of  the 
atonement  does  not  avail  for  one  who  refuses 
to  accept  Its  provision  in  Christ.  "Tpere's  a 
wideness  In  Ood's  mercy  like  the  wideness  of 
the  sea."  We  love  to  sing  t(.  1  Want  somebody 

to  write  a  companion  poem  "There's  a  narrow¬ 
ness  in  God's  Justice  like!  the  narrowness  of 
the  ship  on  the  sea."

Ilelllning  the  Atonement. 

What  la  atonement?  You  will  find  it  as  clear¬ 
ly  deAned.  1  think.  In  Romans  3:24-26,  as  in  any 
portion  of  Scripture: 

“Being  JustiHed  freely  by  his  grace  through 
the  redemption  that  Is  in  Christ  Jesus,  whom 
God  hath  set  forth  to  be  a  propitiation  through 
the  forbearance  of  God;  to  declare,  I  say,  at  thla 
time  hit  righteousness ;  that  he  might  be  Just 
and  the  Justifier  of  him  which  belleveth  In 
Jesus." 

“Jutifled  by  grace  through  the  redemption 
that  la  In  Christ  Jesus."  "By  grace"  means  that 
there  Is  no  merit  In  us  at  all,  and  the  basis  of  It 
Is  redemption  that  Is  in  Christ  Jesus.  To  add 
works  as  the  ground  of  Justification  Is  to  destroy 
the  grace,  but  to  add  works  as  the  result  of 
JustlHcatlon  Is  to  crown  grace  with  glory.  That 
la  Its  due. 

Ood  set  forth  Jesus  Christ  to  be  s  propitiation 
That  la  the  Godward  side  of  it,  and  It  Is  very 
Important.  "Herein  Is  love,  not  that  we  loved 
God.  but  that  he  loved  us  and  sent  his  Son  to 
be  the  propitiation  for  our  tins."  Now,  God  did 
not  love  us  because  Christ  died.  Christ  died 
because  God  loved.  "Qod  so  loved  the  world 
that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son,"  and  bis 
love  as  well  as  his  righteousness  Is  ytndl'l.id 

Ood  does  not  demand  a  propitiation  by  the 
sacrifice  of  onother.  Bear  that  in  mind.  But  he 
makes  propitiation  demanded  by  his  own  nature 
thru  the  Incarnation,  humiliation  and  sacrifice 
of  himself.  What  his  righteous  nature  demands 
his  loving  nature  gives.  And  this  propitiation 
Is  through  faith  In  hla  blood,  no  In  the  living 
Christ.  It  was  not  the  live  lamb  tied  at  the  door 
of  the  home  at  Goshen;  It  was  the  slain  lamb 
with  the  blood  sprinkled  on  the  door  post  and 
the  lintel,  that  saved  the  hrst  born  of  the  Is- 
realites.  Faith  In  a  perfect  model  may  inspire 
to  noble  deeds,  but  It  does  not  save  from  sin. 
Faith  In  a  wise  teacher  may  lead  us  to  sit  at  his 
feet  and  learn,  but  It  does  not  remove  guilt. 
Faith  even  In  the  miracle-worker  may  give 
us  glimpses  of  a  God  of  power,  but  It  does  not 
relieve  the  guilty  conscience. 

Purpose  of  The  Atonement. 

Ood's  purpose  In  this  propitiation  la  to  de¬ 
clare  his  righteousness.  Calvary  la  Ood's  dec¬ 
laration  of  righteousness.  Jesus  died  that  all 
the  world  might  know  this  righteousness  Waa 
it  not  a  manifestation  of  love?  “God  commend- 
eth  his  love  toward  us  In  that  while  we  were 
yet  alnners,  Christ  died  for  ns.”  Christ  on  the 
cross  Is  the  commendation  of  God's  love  and  the 
declaration  of  his  righteousness.  He  would  have 
us  believe  In  his  lovs  whlla  we  see  the  manifes¬ 
tation  of  his  righteousness  .  Love  gives  all  that 
rtghtaousaasa  demand*,  and  rl^taouanasa  la 
ploaaod  with  all  that  lorn  would  «lta.

On  these  two  bang  all  the  "law  and  command¬ 
ments"  so  far  as  our  pekoe,  our  prosperity,  our 
happiness  are  concerned.  When  Unde  dam 
banded  us  our  last  package  of  war  ws  went  st 
It  In  grand  style,  and  with  great  hopes  that. 
Uke  the  Irishman  who  was  In  domestic  trouble, 
we  were  bound  to  have  peace  If  ws  had  to  fight 
for  It,  and  peace  It  would  have  been  long  ago  If 
the  people  who  fought  for  peace  had  had  their 
way  about  It.  But  unfortunately  In  our  system 
of  politics  the  success  of  some  particular  party 
or  faction  is  considered  of  more  importance  than 
peace  and  prosperity  to  the  whole  cltlsenry,  or 
the  whole  world;  so  a  little  play  of  partisan  pol¬ 
itics  hung  up  the  whole  movement  (or  World 
Peace,  until  certain  factions  could  declds  which 
were  to  have  the  offices  and  the  Government  eon 
trol.  But  this  Is  history,  sad  and  sorrowful  hie 
tor y,  only  so  far  as  to  calf  to  our  attention  that 
because  of  the  tnla-manlagemeut  of  the  TWO 
SUPREME  functions  of  lUovernment  we  have 
today— this  day  of  education  and  enlighten¬ 
ment — a  form  of  persona)  slavery  compared  to 
which  Negro  slavery  was  the  dlvinest  blessing, 
and  men — white  men — American  cltlsens,  are 
being  "sold  from  the  block  In  Boston  Commons.' 
Ob,  thou  that  preachest  righteousness,  and 
didst  tell  us  how  unkind  and  cruel  we  wers  to 
our  good  and  happy  negro  slaves,  to  think  that 
now  It  la  given  to  thee  to  See  thine  own  cltlsens 
sold  to  the  highest  bidder. 

But  the  game  of  politics  has  been  played,  the 
offices  to  a  marked  degree  are  now  being  held 
by  other  hands,  and  we  have  come  again  to  our 
second  chance  a  World  P/ac*.  The  face  that 
more  than  (,000,000  human  beings  are  out  of 
employment,  that  the  pang*  of  hunger  are  gnaw¬ 
ing  at  the  vitals  of  men  and  women  who  want 
work,  and  that  thousands  are  catching  a  nap 
In  public  parks  because  they  have  not  "where 
to  lay  their  heads"  on  their  own  pillows,  and  all 
because  of  our  own  Government's  mismanage¬ 
ment  of  the  two  Supreme  functions  With  which 
our  righteous  fathers  endowed  It,  only  serve  to 
emphasise  to  ns  that  this  Is  s  time  for  serious 
thought,  for  earnest  prsysr.  for  an  abiding 
faith.

ETHICS  OF  THE  ATONEMENT

liberty?  If  It  be  true  that  one  person  ought  not 
to  suffer  for  another,  you  ought  to  go  out  aj>d 
tear  down  Bunker  Hill  Mnument,-  and  y^u 
ought  to  go  and  tear  down  that  marble  shaft  In 
Washington  erected  to  him  who  suffered  tjie 
cold  of  Valley  Forge  during  the  winter.  1  do  nlot 
know  a  single  monument  In  all  the  city  of  Lon¬ 
don,  and  It  Is  full  of  them,  that  is  not  erected  ^o 
suffering  of  some  kind.  They  do  not  erect  mtair 
uments  to  men  who  make  others  suf.'  r,  but  the 
men  and  women  who  suffer  for  ot  ,er  people 
are  the  ones  who  get  the  monuments. 

How  does  It  work  In  practical  every-day  af¬ 
fairs?  It  la  a  well-known  fact  that  Bronson  Al- 
cott  adopted  the  principle  of  the  atonement  In 
his  school  on  Beaaon  Hill,  Boston.  He  deliber¬ 
ately  decided  that  he  would  not  punish  the 
scholars  for  any  Infringement  of  law,  but  lie 
would  receive  the  punishment  himself,  and  be 
was  not  an  evangelical  Christian  either.  I  have 
from  Alcott’s  own  pen  the  effect  of  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  that  principle  In  his  school. 

"One  day,"  said  Mr.  Alcott,  “I  called  up  befoie 
me  a  pupil  eight  or  ten  years  of  age,  who  had 
violated  an  Important  regulation  of  the  school. 
All  the  pupils  were  looking  on  and  they  knew 
what  the  rule  of  the  school  was.  I  had  made 
that  public  and  I  had  explained  It.  I  put  the  ru¬ 
ler  Into  the  hand  of  that  offending  pupil,  I 
extended  my  hand  and  told  him  to  strike.  The 
Instant  the  boy  saw  the  extended  hand  and  heard 
my  command  to  strike,  I  saw  a  struggle  begin 
In  his  face.  A  new  light  sprang  up  In  his  conge 
tenance,  a  new  set  of  shuttles  seemed  to  be  weav 
ing  a  new  nature  lu  him.  I  kepi 
tended  and  the  school  was  In  tears.  I  constantly 
watched  his  face  and  he  seemed  In  a  bath  of  fire 
which  was  giving  him  a  new  nature.  He  held 
s  different  mood  toward  the  school  from  thgt 
moment  and  toward  the  violated  law.  The  bciy 
seemed  transformed  by  the  Idea  that  I  should 
take  chastisement  in  the  place  of  hts  punishment 
He  went  back  to  hla  seat  and  ever  afterward 
was  one  of  tbe  most  docile  of  all  the  pupils  In 
that  school,  though  be  had  been  at  first  one  of 
the  rudest." 

I  heard  Dr.  liable  say  that  he  investigated 
that,  and  that  It  was  authentic,  and  that  an  evan 
gellcal  revival  began  In  that  school,  taught  ty 
a  Unitarian,  and  he  had  to  change  the  rule  Ih 
order  to  keep  the  flood  tide  from  sweeping  everjr 
thing  away. 

I  know  one  family,  and  Just  one  In  this  world, 
who  adopted  that  In  the  treatment  of  children.' 
There  may  be  there,  but  I  have  never  heard  of 
them.  It  was  s  family  In  Baltimore,  a  widowed 
mother  and  her  two  boys.  The  mother  told  her 
sons  that  she  would  never  punish  them  while  she 
lived,  but  she  would  endure  what  she  believed 
ought  to  be  Just  punishment  for  any  sin  that 
they  might  commit.  I  shall  not  go  Into  partl- 
clars,  but  I  know  this  to  be  a  fact,  that  those 
boys  were  so  careful  as  to  be  almost  fastidious 
'Vhy.  the  mother  denying  herself  butter  or 
•■read  for  two  days  on  account  of  some  little  lit 
frtngemenl  that  she  thought  was  wrong  would 
bring  one  of  those  boys  to  repentance,  and 
would  go  and  Just  beg  mother  not  to  suffer  o* 
his  account.  Two  as  fine  boys  as  ever  werf 
raised  In  a  Christian  home  have  been  the  result. 
That  Is  almost  outlandish,  we  have  gotten  se 
far  from  It  In  our  own  nature  and  onr  own  think 
•ng.  hut  In  Bronson  Alcott's  school  the  prinetplf 
of  the  atonement  wrought  a  change  In  character 
and  In  that  home  In  Baltimore  the  principle  of 
the  atonement  applied  wrought  a  change  of 
chtracter  aad  life 

•  *®  sure  of  thU  one  thing,  and  that  !f  alt 
that  Is  meant  by  Jesus  Christ  on  the  cross  could 
ret  Into  everybody's  heart— Christ  sacrificing 
himself  for  others  and  dying  for  hla  enemies — If 
Jeans  Christ  and  htm  crucified  could  be  Incar¬ 
nated  In  every  heart  on  thle  earth,  we  would 
settle  every  problem  that  perplexee  the  public 
blind  in  less  than  a  week.  We  would  settle  tta 
Bolshevik!  problem:  we  would  settle  the  divorce 


problem;  we  would  eettle  the  war  problem;  we 
would  eettle  the  capital  and  labor  problem.  How? 
Suppose  every  pereon  on  thle  earth  loved  every 
other  person  well  enough  to  die  for  him.  He 
would  not  kill  him,  would  he?  Then  there  would 
not  be  any  war.  If  "Jesus  Christ  and  him  cruci¬ 
fied"  was  enthroned  In  the  heart,  and  every  man 
en  this  earth  loved  every  other  man  well  enough 
to  die  for  him  he  would  not  butcher  him  In  war. 
Suppose  every  husband  on  this  earth  loved  his 
wife  well  enough  to  die  for  her  and  every  wife 
loved  her  hueband  well  enough  to  die  for  him. 
Those  little  dirty  towns  out  West  that  live  on  the 
offal  of  divorce  courts  would  be  depopulated, 
and  the  divorce  lawyers  would  have  to  go  out 
of  business  In  less  than  a  week.  It  Jesus  Christ 
and  him  crucified  was  Incarnate  In  every  home  In 
all  the  earth  there  would  be  no  divorce. 

Suppose  the  spirit  of  the  Lord  Jesus  manifest¬ 
ed  on  the  cross  should  possess  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  all  the  capitalists  and  all  the  laborer* 
on  this  earth,  you  could  not  get  up  a  strike  to 
Mve  your  life.  The  Golden  Rule  would  be  ob¬ 
served  and  here  would  not  be  any  more  trouble 
We  would  have  heaven.  What  is  heaven?  John 
aaye:  "I  looked  and  saw  a  Lamb  at  It  bad  been 
slain,  standing  In  the  midst  of  the  throne."  A 
Lamb,  the  victim,  as  It  had  been  slain,  bearing 
the  marks  of  the  cross,  but  standing,  the  risen 
Lord  Jesus  who  had  been  crucified!  Death  and 
resurrection  enthroned  In  heaven,  and  that  made 
heaven!  That  executed  all  selfishness,  all  flesh, 
all  unworthy  ambltio^.  everything  that  would 
break  down,  and  brought  up  everything  that 
would  uplift.  You  enthrone  Jesus  and  him  cru¬ 
cified,  the  lamb  that  had  been  slain,  the  living 
Christ  with  the  marks  of  the  cross  upon  him  In 
lyour  heart  and  In  your  life,  and  my  dear  bro¬ 
ther,  you  need  not  bother  about  going  to  hea¬ 
ven  you  will  have  heaven  anywhere  yon  go.  If  you 
have  Jesus  Christ  enthroned  In  your  heart,  tbe 
sacrificial  spirit  ot  Jesus  Christ  living  and  dying 
for  others  will  make  heaven  everywhere  you  go 
What  attitude  have  you  toward  him?

But  John  goes  further 
aujd  speaks  of  "holiness  In  the  day  of  Judso 
mint”,  Boldness  In  preathlng  It  based  on  the 
copvlctlon  ot  the  truth  of  tbe  gospel.  Boldness 
In  prayer  It  based  on  the  sufficiency  ot  the 
atinement  and  the  asurance  and  fqlneaa  of  tbe 
grace  of  Ood.  But  John  bases  boldness  In  the 
dap  ot  Judgement  characteristically  upon  the 
perfection  of  mutual  love  between  the  believer 
and  Ood. 

That  there  It  to  be  a  diy  ot  Judgement  la  an 
essential  conviction  of  every  Christian,  both 
frdm  his  Innate  tense  of  Justice  and  from  the 
reading  of  the  Bible.  Thy  return  of  Jesue  and 
the  end  of  the  world  and  the  Judgement  are 
•intone  the  few  assured  events  of  the  future. 
Hakes  that  men  forecast  are  all  subject  to  re- 
vidlon  and  cancelation.  Their  coming  It  of 
necessity  a  matter  of  unrertalnlty.  All  of  them 
are  qualified  with  the  condition  If  the  world 
continues.  But  the  Judgement  and  the  events 
at  nompanylng  It  are  certain  and  Irreversible. 

it  is  a  day  that  Inspire*  sw*  as  no  day  that 
precedes  It.  It  Is  accompanied  by  or  Immediate 
ly  preceded  by  the  fiery  dissolution  of  the  ma¬ 
terial  universe,  the  assembling  of  men  In  the  Im¬ 
mediate  presence  or  Ood.  the  unveiling  of  he¬ 
rn  ah  character  and  conduct  and  the  assignment 
to  places  of  eternal  Joy  or  doom.  The  realise 
f.  tl<4  ot  IU  nature  and  operation  In  any  degree  le 
the  most  solemn  and  awful  sensation  which  the 
human  soul  can  egperleneb.

Government.  Thus,  the  general 
scheme  of  the  Government  of  the 
State  Intends  that  the  members  ot 
(he  Legislature  shall  meet  once  a 
year  as  representatives  of  the  people 
snd  carry  out  their  wishes  by  such 
enactments  as  are  fitting  and  proper 
for  the  end  sought  to  be  served,  and 
arrived  at  after  proper  deliberation. 

The  calm  and  deliberate  judgment 
of  the  representatives  of  the  people 
who  have  been  especially  chosen  to 
study  and  pass  upon  public  questions 
may  be  depended  upon  to  more  near 
ly  reflect  general  public  opinion  than 
a  local  option  election  which  is  usu¬ 
al!  brought  about  and  carried  on  by 
parties  specially  Interested  on  one 
side  or  the  other.  The  members  of 
the  Legislature  must  answer  to  their 
constituents,  while  there  is  no  such 
consideration  to  deter  the  voter  from 
yielding  to  passion  snd  whim.  No 
reason  can  be  advanced  why  the 
Legislature  should  delegate  Its  pow¬ 
er  to  the  people  to  make  laws  on  the 
lliquor  question  any  more  than  on 
any  other  question  which  may  be  an 
Issue  before  the  people.
